AN  ACT 

TO  ANNEX  A  PART  OF  THE  TOWN  OP  NATICK  TO  THE  TOWN  OP  PKAMINGHAM. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  So  much  of  the  town  of  Natick  as  lies  west  and 
southwest  of  the  following  described  line  is  hereby  annexed  to 
the  Town  of  Framingham,  to  wit :  beginning  at  the  stone 
monument,  which  is  the  bound  between  the  towns  of  Natick 
and  Sherborn,  situate  on  the  north  side  of  the  highway  known 
as  the  Central  Turnpike,  and  running  thence  due  north  two 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  rods  to  a  point  on  the  line  between 
said  towns  of  Natick  and  Framingham. 

Sect.  2.  The  inhabitants  upon  the  territory  hereby  annexed 
to  the  town  of  Framingham  shall  continue  to  be  a  part  of  the 
town  of  Natick,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  representatives  to 
the  General  Court,  until  the  next  apportionment  shall  be  made ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  Framingham  to 
make  a  true  list  of  the  persons  residing  on  the  territory  hereby 
annexed,  qualified  to  vote  at  such  elections,  as  required  by  law, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  the  selectmen  of  Natick  seven  days  at 
least  before  any  such  election  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  and 
used  by  the  selectmen  of  Natick  for  such  elections. 
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Sect.  3.  The  town  of  Framingham  shall  pay  to  the  town  of 
Natick,  within  three  months  from  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  appropriation  asked  for  and  granted  by  the  town  was  con- 
sidered sufficient  to  repair  Nos.  4  and  11  houses,  and  do  the  ordi- 
nary repairs  on  the  other  school-houses,  but  the  expense  on  Nos.  4 
and  11  exceeded  their  estimate.  The  roof  of  the  High  school  build- 
ing in  Saxonville  was  found  to  be  in  so  bad  a  condition  that  if  left 
to  another  year  much  damage  would  be  done  to  the  coving  and 
plastering,  and  that  the  only  alternative  was  to  new  shingle  the 
same,  which  has  been  done  with  the  best  material.

Your  Trustees  ask  for  a  continuation  of  the  usual  annual  appro- 
priation of  $400.00.  While  they  are  desirous  of  spending  this  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  produce  the  largest  results,  they  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  sum  asked  for  is  only  sufficient 
to  pay  the  librarian  and  to  make  the  ordinary  addition  to  the  num- 
ber of  books.  An  additional  sum  will  be  needed  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  keeping  the  Memorial  Hall  open  to  the  public,  and  for  the 
care  of  the  building  and  grounds.  This  matter  will  come  before  the 
town  under  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  that  purpose. 

The  tendency  of  the  times  is  less  manifest  in  an  accession  of 
sound  learning  to  the  already  existing  knowledge,  than  in  the 
instinct  which  prompts  societ}r  to  diffuse  among  all  people  those 
mental  stores  which  have  hitherto  been  more  or  less  restricted  to 
the  favored  few.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  regarded  as  the 
fitting  thing  to  do,  to  place  before  all  persons  similar  and  equal  op- 
portunities for  self-culture,  and,  b}T  so  doing,  to  place  mankind,  in 
the  struggle  for  life,  on  the  most  complete  equalit}^. 

The  free  library  supplements  the  school.  It  is  the  valuable  aux- 
iliary which  contributes  to  and  stimulates  variety  of  thought,  and 
thus  enlarges  the  dominion  of  mind.  The  school  lays  the  founda- 
tion in  us  for  the  appreciation  of  books  ;  the  library  is  the  result  of 
that  appreciation. 
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The  town  of  Framingham  has  reason  to  be  proud  that  she  has  for  so 
many  years  afforded  the  advantages  of  a  free  library  to  her  citizens. 
She  has  seen  more  clearly  every  year  that  it  is  a  duty  she  owes  to 
all,  and  we  believe  that  she  is  read}'  to  go  forward  on  this  line  of 
duty,  providing  greater  means  of  culture,  in  the  proportion  that  past 
opportunities  create  greater  demands.

At  the  annual  meeting-  of  the  town,  in  March,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted : — 

Resolved,  —  That  the  thanks  of  the  town  be  presented  to 
Messrs.  Hogg,  Brown  &  Taylor,  for  their  gift  of  the  battle-flag  of 
the  13th  Mass.
